Crash planning 


Boom city economics shapin 


GOOD CITY PLANNING IS ALL ABOUT 
civic guts, says Glenora resident and 
Edmonton Historical Board co-chair 
Marianne Fedori. Just look at our 
own history, she says. During a simi- 
lar building frenzy, Fredrick Todd 
called for the preservation of the 
river valley as parkland in 1907, 
which has become one of the city’s 
defining features. Edmonton became 
an urban leader. 

“The city is trying to do this, but it 
can’t keep up with demand. It can’t 
make decisions that are in its favour 
because it’s a developer driven mar- 
ket,” she says. “It’s really about what 


kind of leader do we need. Where is 
our Jane Jacobs?” she asks, referring 
to the late Toronto-based urban 
thinker and writer who advocated 
for community planning. ; 

Greg Barker, Smart Choices pro- 
gram manager with the City of 
Edmonton, agrees the city needs to 
do more. Especially considering the 
city’s history. Sprawl, big box retail 
and a lack of public transit con- 
tribute to car dependency, he says. 
That means high utility bills and 
exorbitant gas prices in the event of 
an economic bust. “If most Edmon- 
tonians still have to own two cars to 


function, if they are still living in far 
flung sprawling suburbs and trying 
to heat those houses, they are going 
to be stretched financially.” 

Part of the reason for Edmonton's 
growth pattern is that developers 
can still make money doing what 
they know. They've already invested 
lot of money and work into certain 
kinds of designs. Trades-people 
already know how to layout certain 
kinds of subdivisions. Design costs 
are involved in making any changes, 
says Barker. 

But boom city economics also play 
a role. During the last recession,

major cuts were made to community 
and long range planning. “Basically 
the only function that was main- 
tained here at the City of Edmonton 
was the processing of development 
applications,” Barker says. The 
boom hit and the city didn’t have 
long-range plans. 

That backlog means old bylaws in 
some areas make building in-fill 
housing difficult, discourages hous- 
es and businesses in the same area, 
and requires wide roads. Drainage 
and park requirements also con- 
tribute to less dense land use. All of 
which contribute to a sprawling inef- 
ficient city. 

Compare that with Vancouver's 
moxie, where developments are 
very highly regulated and require 
companies to give something tangi- 
ble such as an atrium or a park to the 
communities where they build. 

But the city can’t do it all on its 
own, he says. Developers and com- 
munity groups must be consulted 
and involved so that future build- 
ings fit the character of the neigh- 
bourhood and everyone under- 
stands the process. The province has 
a role to play as well. 

In the late 1970s, the province rec- 
ognized cities needed long range 
planning to handle the boom and 
picked up 75 per cent of the tab for 
Edmonton’s 1980 General Plan, says 
Barker. Currently, the province pro- 
vides some money for roads, but no 
money for planning. In the last 
boom there were 13 planners work- 
ing on the new city plan. Now there 
are six and a half (one works part- 
time), Barker says. 

While city planner Erik Backstrom 
hesitates to say our current oil- 





fuelled economy will eventually 
bust, he is eager to talk about how 
the city’s urban thinking has 
changed and, in some instances, 
come full circle. 

“One major lesson we've learned 
is ‘Zone it and they will come’ 
doesn’t work,” he says. 

For example, the city planned 
high rises in the areas around LRT 
stations in the late 1970s with the 
hope more people would commute 
by public transit. When the boom 
ended, interest in those lands fell off 

For the Belvedere LRT station and 
the surrounding community, that 
meant years of vacant land. In the 
last five years the city has taken 
another look at the property and 
acted as the developer in creating a 
development with residential and 
business buildings. 

But Backstrom also points out the 
city doesn’t build that much and 
market forces play a big role in 
development. 

So what if the economy does bust 
in a big way? Well, hopefully better 
planning will mean people can 
spend less on gas. “Theoretically, if 
you create the opportunity for an 
enriched public life or community 
life, people are going to be more like 
ly to stick around,” Barker says. 

While both Barker and Backstrom 
agree Edmonton can do more in 
directing development, the city is 
still very young. “I think you alway: 
have to remind yourself that cities 
evolve, and we are just now moving 
into our second century and we've 
now just about reached a million in 
population. Those are significant 
thresholds,” Barker says.

MUCH HAS CHANGED IN THE WAY 
the mainstream media deal with the 
war in Iraq. Most commentators 
now acknowledge the war is a disas- 
ter and will hurt the Republicans 
badly in the upcoming U.S. midterm 
elections. 

But one thing hasn’t changed— 
the willingness to believe that the 
motives for war, however misguid- 
ed, were basically 
honourable. 

So the criticism centres instead on 
the Bush administration’s inept han- 
dling of the war.

The fact that Iraq is the last unhar- 
vested oil bonanza on earth, in an 
era of increasingly fierce global com- 
petition for dwindling oil reserves, 
only makes U.S. motives all the 
more suspect. 

As the Nuremberg Tribunal con- 
cluded after the Second World War: 
“War is essentially an evil thing... To 
initiate a war of aggression, there- 
fore, is not only an international 
crime, it is the supreme internation- 
al crime differing only from other 
war crimes in that it contains within 
itself the accumulated evil of the 
whole.” 

If the U.S. had a genuinely open 
media, there would be a ferocious 
debate raging about how to deal 
with the fact that Washington initi- 
ated a war of aggression that has 
resulted in the deaths of tens of 


thousands—possibly hundreds of 
thousands—of Iraqis, and almost 
3,000 Americans.

Exposing A Modern-Day Slave Trade

12 words that no journalist wants to hear, 
especially when she knows that on a spring af 
ternoon in 2004, “the last person” who asked 
these questions was hustled into an unlicensed 
SUV ina mall parking lot and never heard 
from again 

Some journalists would be scared off by 
the threat implicit in that sinister little bit of 
rhetoric. Carol Off was scared, but she also 
knew she was on the right track 

Off, the host of CBC Radio's As It Hap 
pens and a well-regarded documentarian and 
author with three books to her name, will be 
in town November 13 as part of the U of A 
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Students’ Union's Revolutionary Speakers 
Series, (which has in the past hosted such 
luminaries of progressive thought as Chuck D, 
and Severn Cullins-Suzuki) 

Her subject will be her new book, Bitter 
Chocolate, a damning chronicle of economic 
gladhanding, political corruption, and child 
slavery in—of all things—the African chocolate 
trade 

“It was totally surreal,” she says. “You're 
asking about the stuff of Halloween candy and 
valentines... I mean, | was doing an interview 
with a cocoa farmer in Céte d'Ivoire. | was in- 
terviewing him in his own garden, in his own 
home, surrounded by a giant wall with his 
own guards outside, and still he was whisper- 
ing to me and sweat was dropping off his face.

The fear in his eyes. He said, ‘Are you for real 
that you're in this country asking about this 
stuff?’” 

He too wanted to know if Off was aware 
of the last person who'd traipsed around this 
small West African country, asking about 
cocoa 

That person was Guy-André Kieffer, a 
Canadian/French citizen who worked as a 
journalist in the country and was well-known 
as soinething of a shit-disturber. Given his 
high-placed contacts and powerful friends, he 
figured he was (more or less) safe. But within 
weeks of starting to probe into the abuses of 
the cocoa trade, he was kidnapped from a mall 
parking lot where he was to meet a contact. 
His body was never found. 


“The Canadian Embassy warned me,” says 
Off, ““Look,’ they said, ‘if you’re going to 
be crazy enough to be running around this 
country investigating cocoa, then that’s bad 
enough. But do yourself a favour and don't ask 
about Guy-André Kieffer’.” 

Kieffer and Off are two of a growing num- 
ber of journalists, politicians, and activists 
who, in the past few years, had been hearing 
rumours of worker abuse, political manipula- 
tion, and most worryingly of all, child slavery. 
in Céte d'Ivoire’s massive cocoa industry, 
which comprises 600,000 plantations that 
supply the world with almost half its cocoa. 


The Politics Of Slavery 
“T feel like the grinch who stole Christmas,” 


: 
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says. “People are like, ‘Thanks very much, 
we can't have chocolate.’” 
Off isn't a grinch exactly, but she wouldn't 
ind if you thought twice the next time you 
up a candy bar from the corner store 
“Know that someone else is suffering to al- 
us to have these cheap goods.” 
Someone else like Malick Doumbia, who left 
home in Mali when he was 14 and hitch- 
ed to Sikasso, a bustling little city in the 
th of the country, near the Ivorian border. 
man in a car rental shop there approached 
alick, offering him work in Cote d’Ivoire. 
For the next few years, (Malick isn't sure 
many) he was an unpaid labourer on a 
cocoa farm, spending long days harvesting 
beans, surviving on a diet of bananas and 
yams, occasionally being beaten, and living 
I other slaves, some of whom fell sick, 
:. of whom died. 
“The majority of cocoa coming to North 
American and Canada is from Ivory Coast,” 
Off says. “There's no way of saying how much 
of that comes from exploited labour, what 
farms use these kids, but that's the issue.” 
Cote d'Ivoire’s cocoa farmers are always on 
the lookout for fresh labour, and children from 
neighbouring countries like Mali have become 
am easy and seemingly inexhaustible source of 
cheap, or more accurately free, labour, drawn 
over the porous West African borders by 
promises of steady work and good money. 
“Everyone has heard about someone who 


was gainfully employed,” says Off, “and came 
back with a bike. That one shiny bike can send 
a thousand kids into bondage.” 

Some of the stories Off relates are extraor- 
dinary, such as when she writes of children 
who don't even bother trying to escape, 
believing they're held on the plantations by 
magic spells (it’s in asides like these that Off 
most compellingly evinces the dramatic gulf 
between the third-world children who produce 
the chocolate, and the first-world children who 
consume it). 

“The children are extremely innocent,” she 
says. “They don’t know anything, they believe 
anything their elders say... It's very difficult for 
the aid workers to convince the kids other- 
wise, so it’s up to the border police to stop the 
kids from crossing the border, but they have 
few resources, vehicles, or anything,” 

Right now a civil war between the north and 
south of Céte d'Ivoire has slowed the number 
of children coming over the border, but when 
the war is over, most observers expect yet 
another surge of children into the country. 

According to Off, “Big Chocolate” has 
offered little in the way of remedying the situ- 
ation, instead making excuses to justify their 
inaction 

“The reaction of chocolate companies to 
this is just, ‘well, how can we determine which 
farms of the 600,000 in the country are 
abusive?’.” 

While the book’s tales of political and cor- 


porate machinations are compelling, the most 
revelatory parts of Bitter Chocolate are the 
chapters in which Off describes her personal 
travels through West Africa. 

Whether she's being extorted at gunpoint, 
meeting with shady characters and infor- 
mants, or describing cruelly corrupt and 
vainglorious dictators like Céte d’Ivoire’s Felix- 
Houphouét Boigny, Off’s book sometimes 
starts to come off more like a political thriller 
than a work of investigative journalism. 

“T've been in a lot of dicey places, but this 
was tough,” Off says. “It was a war zone first 
of all, there was a ceasefire but it was barely 
holding. There was an ethnic cleansing going 
on, and there was a secondary war against the 
cocoa farmers. It was extremely dangerous in 
those regions... the war had created a kind of 
corruption beyond anything I'd ever encoun- 
tered in Africa.” 


Past Is Present 

When the Spanish explorer Hernan Cortés 
sailed from Spain to Mexico in 1519, he found 
a society in which cocoa was legal tender; 
literally money growing on trees. Cortés 
quickly assumed control of cocoa production, 
and in the centuries that followed, cocoa and 
slavery became inextricably entwined. African 
slaves laboured on American plantations, 
while indigenous peoples worked in Central 
America to supply chocolate to Americans 
and Europeans 


“That's why I knew it was a book, because 
once I started to investigate the first parts of 
it, | realized there was this centuries-old legacy 
of abuse and exploitation,” says Off. 

Today, the villains are many: European and 
North American governments, the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and the World Bank 
(whose Structural Adjustment Programs in 
the '80s and ’90s destroyed the local agencies 
that guaranteed a base price for Ivorian cocoa 
farmers, and subsequently drove them to use 
the cheapest labour available), the farmers 
themselves, and Africa’s seemingly endless 
string of corrupt leaders 

“Everywhere | go people are saying, ‘What 
can I do?’” Off says. “Because people want to 
feel good, they want to do the right thing.” 

Though there is fair-trade cocoa available 
and some have even proposed a labelling sys- 
tem to indicate chocolate that was produced 
“slave-free”, Off says the most important 
change is to make sure farmers‘themselves 
are paid a fair price for the beans 

“Big cocoa makes a lot of money. Give the 
bean producers a cut... The solution isn’t to 
boycott, it's to fix.” 

But a fix may be a long time coming. As 
history attests, and Off acknowledges, “when 
you re dealing with these tropical crops, it’s 
hard to keep your hands clean.”

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Malick’s Story 
By Carol Off 


Malick Doumbia tells me he was only 14 years old when he 
decided he would take control of his own destiny. The cotton 
and corn were planted, and the rains were yet to begin. But the 
village food supply was already depleted and there would be 
litile to eat until the next harvest. The sub-Saharan climate had 
been changing for about a decade, and now, in the first months 
of the 21st century, environmental conditions were deteriorat- 
ing rapidly. Even the more humid and verdant parts of southern 
Mali, where Malick was growing up, recorded some of the 
lowest rainfalls in memory. 

Malick was hungry. He wonted more in his life. He had seen 
other children from the region go away to work and come back 
later with money in their pockets and Malick was determined 

to do the same. One afternoon, without telling his parents, 

he simply walked away, heading to the main road that led to 
the market ond hitching rides all the way to the teeming city 

of Sikasso... Malick loved Sikasso, bustling with noise, people, 
odours both familiar and foreign, multi-storey buildings, cars 
and minivans going in every direction. The bus station kiosks 
were crammed with riches such as he had never seen: beautiful 
cloth sarongs; colourful shirts and pants; mangoes, bananas, 
and oranges piled high on the heads of women hawking their 
wares; pens, pencils and books; newspapers covered in words 
he could not read; and delicious food he could not afford —del- 
icate little fried doughnuts, cashew nuts, candies and bags of 
brightly coloured sugar water. 

Malick had no money, only the few clothes he was wearing, and 


he had no idea what to do next. Then a man from a car rental 
shop at the bus station approached him with an offer too tempt- 
ing to refuse. Malick followed him... For the next several years 
(he’s unclear how many), Malick slaved on a cocoa plantation. 
He had never see a cocoa tree before, nor its strange green, 
yellow and red pods that sprout directly off the trunk. With a 
machete-like tool, hooked on the end, he lopped off the fruity 
gourds. He then hacked through the thick rind to expose the 
pulpy, pale seeds inside. He scooped them out and piled them 
on a rack to ferment and dry. This was the essence of chocolate 
destined for the pleasure of young boys and girls in another 
distant world. 

Malick had no idea what the beans were or why anybody 
wanted them. He only knew that, if his keeper wasn’t looking, 
he could scoop a handful of the slippery, raw bitter-tasting 
seeds with their mildly flavoured pulp from the pods right into 
his mouth and chew quickly. The beans and the juice refreshed 
him and gave him energy to complete the day’s work. He wos 
never paid and rarely fed, living on a diet of green bananas 
and yams, which the boys would grill for themselves on a fire. 
At night, he was locked up with the others. The children and 
teenagers became ill; some of them died. After many months 
Malick asked to be paid, and he was beaten. He never asked 
again.

And therein lies the success of 
Borat: Cultural Learnings of America for 
Make Benefit Glorious Nation of Kaza- 
khstan. 

Just when you think the premise is 
wearing out, that he can’t milk any 
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Nightly 
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more novelty out of his racist, sexist, 
homophobic, insouciantly crude and 
patently dumb alter-ego, Cohen ups 
the ante, compounding outrage with 
outrage until there's a solid chance 
you, as an audience member, might 
wet yourself. 

The concept is wafer thin: Borat 
and his troglodytic producer Azmat 
(Ken Davitian) embark on a journey 
from their small, proudly backward 
Kazakh village (the scene of numer- 
ous off-colour sight gags) to the Unit 
ed States so Borat can shoot episodes 
of his top-rated TV show. 

Upon alighting in New York and 
almost getting his teeth punched 
down his throat by fellow com- 
muters, Borat stumbles upon the 
pneumatic fact of Pamela Anderson 
and, smitten, plans to make her 
his bride. He persuades Azmat to 
join him ona cross-country trip to 
find and wed the silicon-enhanced 
object of his affection, with plenty of 
stops along the way to embarrass 
and enrage rodeo patrons, TV morn- 
ing show hosts, congressmen, and 
other worthy targets. 

We in the critical community hav: 
a duty to not spoil a single even one 
of the gags in Borat—no paragraph 
in a newspaper could possibly con- 
vey the brazen ballsiness of the films 
best moments, when Cohen’s incom 
gible third-world rube strains the 
patience of well-meaning strangers 

The film’s weakest moments gen- 
erally abide in the obviously scripted 
sequences, as when Borat and Azmai 
take a room in a boarding house, 
only to ascertain that the elderly, 
genial hosts are Jewish and, hence, 
bloodthirsty devils. But at times it’s 
hard to tell what is scripted and wha! 
is spontaneous, and you have to 
credit director Larry Charles for 
making it tough to tell who is in on 
the joke. 

As with Ali G, Cohen is bound 
to bea victim of Borat's success, 
unable to find foils for his perfor- 
mance-art minstrel show that aren’t 
already onto him. 85 minutes of 
Borat, then, should provide us with 
some consolation—it’s far and away 
the funniest movie of the year.

MOST OF THE CRITICISMS ONE COULD 
level at a movie like Saw I/I—the 
convoluted, laughably implausi 
plot, the shitty acting, etc—are sim- 
ply moot. This film exists for one 
reason only: to inspire revulsion, 
and on that account it exceeds 
remarkably. 

Like the other two films in the 
Series, the premise finds unwitting 
victims strapped into loving 
designed and fetishized torture 
devices from which the only means 
‘of escape posit grisly Catch-22s: dip 
your hand into a jar of acid to obtain 
the key that will release the metallic 
‘claws embedded in your spine and 
which are set to tear you apart; rip 
out the meat hooks piercing your 
flesh before a bomb goes off, etc.

enough to see the outcome of one of 
his “games” lest a bomb-rigged col- 
lar she’s wearing go off should his 
heart monitor flatline. 

Clever or not (it isn’t) matters not 
one whit—much like a porn, where 
any semblance of story simply deliv- 
ers you from one fuck scene to the 
next, all action outside of the gore in 
Saw III is merely cursory. You want 
human degradation and suffering? 
You got it. It's hard to recall a film 
in recent memory, if ever, that 
equals the abundance of agony on 
display here. 


And what do you know? It works. 


I should note I’ve seen a lot of this 


kind of stuff—more than Id like 
to admit—but this film had me 
winaing. 

So, if that sounds like a good time 
to you, have it—this film has it all.

EDMONTON OPERA IS SETTING THE 
aesthetic bar mighty high for its 43rd 
season, launching the 2006-2007 pro- 

am with an ambitious homegrown 
production of Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart's Don Giovanni. 

For starters, how many other 
operas do you know end with the 
rascally hero being literally dragged 
off to the burning wastes of hell by a 
talking, singing statue! 

“(The story] has an amazing trajec- 
tory of love and passion,” says 
Edmonton Opera’s artistic director, 
Brian Deedrick. “This is a man who's 
living life to the fullest, and while he 
doesn’t choose to sell his soul to the 
devil like Faust, he turns up his nose 
at redemption and greets his punish- 
ment with no apologies for how he's 
lived his life.” 

The opera is regarded by most fans 
of the form as one of the greatest ever 
composed, as well as one of the most 
emotionally daring (this presentation 
also marks the 250th anniversary of 
Mozart's birth). 

Boasting some of the most beauti- 
ful, profoundly layered and sophisti- 
cated music written for the operatic 
stage, the score deftly underlines 
librettist Lorenzo Da Ponte’s equally 
rich and fully fleshed-out mass of 
characters, lead by the titular Don 
Giovanni. 


“{Giovanni] speaks his mind and is 
the kind of guy who sticks to his 
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Canoodling with 





guns. That's one of the reasons men 
strive to be like him and so many 
women have been attracted to him,” 
says Gregory Dahl, the singer who's 
making his debut in the role of the 
iconic libertine. 

“Ina way he’s not a villain, he’s 
just a man who eats life and lives his 
existence to the fullest,” says Dahl. 
“He does things the church frowns 
upon, but is a man who does set out 
to pleasure women. He's also not a 
married man so it’s not like he’s 
sleeping around ona wife. He's a 
man of great charmand charisma 
who's chosen to use these attributes 
to seduce women.” 

Written in 1782,.Don Giovanni is

one of many 17th and 18th century 
artworks based on the legend of liter- 
ary profligate Don Juan. While many 
cultures have tales of a great libertine, 
this take on the legend is perhaps the 
most universal, despite its oddball 
narrative twists. 

In short, at the peak of his licen- 
tious ways, Don Juan crosses a line he 
shouldn't cross by forcing himself on 
the daughter of the commander of 
Seville, and then killing the Com- 
mendatore in a duel. 

Typically, the story, including 
Mozart's operatic twist on the tale, 
sees a statue of the old murdered 
man coming to life and dragging the 
infamous fornicator off to hell. 

This stock ending to this well-trod 
morality tale is the big challenge built 
into the opera, say both Deedrick and 
Dahl.

After the show clases, she’s off to Europe 
for auditions before returning to sing 
another Mozart role—Papagena in The 
Magic Flute. After that, she shrugs grace- 
fully, “Who knows?”

While Giovanni is certainly no 
angel, he’s also not exactly the opera 
canons greatest evildoer either. “We 
all know he’s going to hell from the 
start of the play and know it’s our job 
to disapprove of his ways, but it’s not 
like he’s littered the stage with 50 
bodies along the way,” says 
Deedrick 

According to Dahl, the goal of this 
particular production is to flesh out 
the brilliant psychological underpin- 
nings Da Ponte wrote into the charac- 
ter to make his ultimate fall all the 
more believable. 

“This is a character that nobody 
ever has said no to,” says Dahl. 
“We're showing basically how a 
charismatic sociopath turns into a 
full-on psychopath.” 

Da Ponte wrote the opera with a 
lot of veracity and a bit of an autobio- 
graphical eye, seeing himself as a 
gentleman libertine in the tradition of 
Don Juan. Da Ponte was also a real- 
life friend to history's most famous 
real-life lech, Casanova, the infamous 
Venetian adventurer, author and 
ladys man. 

In fact, most scholars agree that Da 
Ponte went as far as to have his over- 
sexed buddy give his script a good 
ONCE-OVET. 

Original manuscripts of the opera 
show edits made to the text in 
Casanova’s own hand. 

Deedrick loves the fact that the 
opera, called a dramma giocoso (a 
drama with some laughs) by the cre- 
ative duo best known for their two 
opera buffa masterpieces (1786's Le 
Nozze di Figaro and 1790's Cosi fan 
tutte), is a clever mix of both dark and 
light bits, making it the perfect cathar- 
tic release of a work. 

“This is the kind of sublime release 
we go to the theatre for.”

For the last month Copithorne has 
been conjuring up her past on a 
daily basis as she directs the BFA 
acting students in a production of 
The Double Inconstancy, one of over 
30 comedies written by 18th century 
French playwright Pierre Carlet de 
Marivaux. 

Though the show has been updat- 
ed with a contemporary translation 
by Nicholas Wright, certain elements 
from the 18th century play will 
remain, one being the masks. Like a 
masquerade ball, the actors will don 
masks, adding to the labyrinth of 
deception and lust. Copithorne says 
the play gives the audience, along 
with the whole cast and crew, a lot 
to chew on as the triad of yearning 
unfolds with the Prince, played by 
Strafford Perry, disguising himself to 
capture the heart and affections of 
Silvia, played by Meredith Bailey, 
who is betrothed to a her childhood 
sweetheart, a harlequin played by 
classmate Paul Welch. 

Copithome doesn’t need to look 
very far to find one of her own class- 
mates from years past—the produc- 
tion's vocal coach, Michelle Brown, 
was in the class just a year ahead of 
Copithorne, (and was in the cluster 
of actors that included Paul Gross, of 


Due South fame.) 

And Copithome is putting her 
past to work. She gauges her own 
directorial work by how she stands 
up to the memories of her most 
influential instructors, especially 
James DeFelice. She says she strives 
to create what “Jim did” by “really 
appreciating what students bring to 
the party”. 

DeFelice fostered trust in 
rehearsals making actors like the 
young Copithorne feel safe enough 
to try anything. Although all pro- 
ductions have hiccups in rehearsal 
and performance, being at a theatre 
school really tests the director. Cop- 
ithorne says she needs an extra dose 
of patience because the students 
“don’t have the practice that experi- 








enced actors do. A director must 
have more wit about them, more 
patience and be willing to change 
(their) approach.” 

Copithorne understands there's 
educational value to staging The 
Double Inconstancy. She says it’s no 
secret that Studio Theatre is an edu- 
cational setting, with the cast and 
crew getting a grade at the end of 
the production. But aside from thes 
learning opportunities, the plays 
produced at Studio Theatre also 
draw an audience, and she says th 
selected plays “get bums in seats 
and build subscription and launch 
the students into the professional 
theatre. The plays inspire students 
and still keep the audience in mind

It may 
like a minor cavil, but in a pro- 
ion like 3 Mo’ Divas, sound is all 
rtant. Another is the choreogra- 
phy. It’s easy to understand why 
director Marion J. Caffey has infused 
some movement onstage—a stand 
and sing delivery can get awfully 








boring if sustained for two hours. 
However, with the exception of 
Yvette Gonzales-Nacer, who actual- 
ly performs the splits in the middle 
of the show, the posing and jazz 
hands seem a trifle self-conscious 
and unnatural. 

But really, Divas is about glorious, 
classically trained voices singing a 
program that encompasses opera, 
Broadway, jazz, blues, soul, spiritu- 
als and gospel. 

With both casts, the audience is 
brought to its feet 

One cast features Gretha Boston’s 
compelling contralto. Somewhat 
constrained in the Habanera from 
Carmen, Boston's voice quickly 
found its resonance in numbers like 
Fats Waller's ‘Mean to Me’ and 
‘Downhearted Blues’. She riveted 
the entire house with a searing inter- 
pretation of ‘Strange Fruit’, before 
moving it to tears with her dignified 
yet ecstatic rendition of ‘His Eye is 
on the Sparrow’ 

DeVonna Lawrence is the other 
end of the spectrum, with a flexible 
coloratura range and comic timing. 
She can scat and trill while Jamet 
Pittman is perhaps the best actress of 
the trio. Her Vissi d’ Arte simply 
screams for her to be cast as Tosca 
soon while she shows undeniable 
skill as a musical theatre per- 
former— as demonstrated by her 
version of ‘Daddy’s Hands’ from 
Ragtime. The show delivered by 


these three is a joyful celebration of 
music balanced by great dignity. 

On the other hand, the second cast 
just lets it rip and has an absolute 
ball. There are more “fun” numbers 
in this version of the Divas. Yvette 
Gonzales-Nacer dances her way 
through Carmen's Seguidilla and 
performs the Cab Calloway classic 





In search of Hana 


An instant children’s classic makes its Edmonton debut

THE STORY BEGAN IN MARCH 2000, 
When a suitcase from Auschwitz 
arrived at a children’s Holocaust 
education centre in Tokyo. The 
name Hana Brady and a birthdate of 
May 16, 1931, were chalked on the 
outside—as was the word 
“Waisenkind,” the German word for 
orphan. Impelled by the children’s 
Curiosity about Hana, centre director 
Bumiko Ishioka began to search for 
answers. 

Her quest eventually led her to 
Hana’s brother George Brady, now 
living in Toronto. The subsequent 
story that appeared in the Canadian 
Jewish News caught the attention of 
CBC Radio producer Karen Levine. 

“1 fell in love with the story imme- 
diately and decided to make a docu- 
itary about it,” she says.

estigious Gold Medal at the

It’s also the story 
of one child, and that, with the sur- 
viving photographs, makes it easier 
to begin to comprehend a very 
tough subject. It’s also a mystery 
that ends with a wonderful connec- 





tion with Hana’s surviving brother.” 


Levine is adamant that Hana 
Brady is not “the new Anne Frank,” 
as many admirers have said. 














“What connects them is they are 
the very intimate stories of one child 
with a face. That is the best way for 
kids to connect with the story 
because it’s pretty hard to connect 
to the numbers and the staggering 
evil.” 

Most importantly, whether on 
page or stage, the story of Hana 
Brady is important in educating 
new generations about the evils of 
intolerance and the value of hope. 

“If this story can play a role in 
that at all,” says Levine, “it’s 
fantastic.”

Violent culture eyed at silver Global Visions

A SAWED-OFF SHOTGUN WITH A 
burger and fries—that’s what you 
get in Guatemala City when you 
indulge your hankering for fast 
food. 

No, the gun isn’t part of the happy 
meal: it’s what greets you at the door 
of the eatery, and it comes with a 
security guard attached. 

The startling culture of violence 
that Guatemalans live with every- 
day is unpacked in Duel with the 
Devil. Edmonton director Fred Yack- 
man didn’t go into a single burger 
joint while in Guatemala, but he 
didn’t have to. The streets are full of 
evidence as to how the Central 
American country has been affected 
by the overthrow of the government 
back in the early 1950s. 

“Tt was mind-boggling to see all 
the heavily armed areas,” says Yack- 
man. 

He once counted 12 security 
guards while walking in the tourist 
section of Guatemala City on his

way from his hotel to a restaurant a 
mere two blocks away. And while 
riding the bus one afternoon, he 
spied an Uzi perched underneath 
the driver's seat.

Yackman had to tell himself that 
everyone is adopting their own safe- 
ty measures because their “common 
sense dictates that they take all nec- 
essary precautions to protect them- 
selves.” 

A ride on the bus and the threat of 
an en-route robbery is just one of the 
“normal” and risky experiences 
caught on film. The viewer is also 
taken beyond the everyday, into a 
prisoner-run correctional institution 
and into the typical confusion of a 
crime scene, one of the 30-odd homi- 
cides that happen nightly. 

The only way Yackman was able 
to detach himself from constant 
threat of violence was by keeping 
himself “busy trying to capture 
everything,” gruesome images 
accompanied by stories of gang 
activity, countless rapes, and over 
5000 murders a year, many remain- 
ing unsolved. 

But Yackman and Steven Hunt, 


his partner on the film project, found 
pockets of hope and made a point of 
following up on them. The first 
involved a Canadian connection, a 
special Guatemalan police homicide 
task force being trained by the 
RCMP in both Canada and 
Guatemala. Perhaps the most affect- 
ing stories came from the victims of 
the violent crimes, two women in 
particular who risk their lives as the) 
seek justice against their rapists. 
Yackman says they weren't afraid to 
speak on camera because “you can 
get killed over a cellphone.” 

“Talking to us didn’t make it any 
more dangerous than it already was 
And people wanted to talk to us. 
They were happy to tell the story so 
that it may go to change the situa- 
tion.” 

That is why Yackman won't allow 
himself to walk away from what he 
saw or those he met during his 
month in Guatemala. He says no 
one can impose any quick resolu- 
tions for the corruption in the coun- 
try because “there are no easy 
answers to this stuff, you have to 
understand how fragile everything 
is in Guatemala and work with the

“| like these cups here, they 
remind me of something my mom 
would have bought,” he says, stop- 

ing in a café for some quiet and a 
coffee. Truthfully, I’m a little 
relieved when I hear him order 
decaf. But the skepticism and dis- 
trust that colours our conversation 
isn’t unfounded. 

At one point I’m reminded, 
#.and it's YOU, people like you— 
you know, the press—that come in 
and review an album. ‘Oh, this is 
good /this is bad.’ Forcing a context 
on things. But it’s all done through 
the filter of commerce. You're just 














trying to move papers, without real 
ly considering how people will be 
affected.” 

Deliberately coy and misleading 
with the press on details of a possi- 
ble new Pixies album, Frank Black 
has instead chosen to continue to 
devote himself to his solo work. 

Making pilgrimages to Nashville, 
Black enlisted the services of leg- 
endary sidemen, including Levon 
Helm (The Band), Spooner Oldham 
(Aretha Franklin, Neil Young), and 
Steve Cropper (Otis Redding, Book- 
er T. & the MG’s) among a host of 
other notables 

The result of the sessions is Fast 
Man Raider Man, a double-album 
that stands as a testament to Black’s 
musical contributions over the years, 
while exploring a more mature side 
to his songwriting aspirations 

“J just wanted to work with a cer- 
tain caliber of musician,” Black 
explains. “Basically you show up 
with a chord chart, and then you 
make the decisions about tempo and 
everything else there. Our budget 
was spent on getting these sessions 
and players together, so we had to 
be spontaneous and work with the 
takes we got. 

“But Bob Dylan or Van Morrison 
didn’t beat the life out of songs. A lot 
of what happens in the studio are 
gratifying accidents. You can spend 
the tedious hours making a perfect 
record, but often you're just chasing 


your tail.” 

Recorded over the course of two 
years, the sessions themselves were 
about three works worth, with the 
down time used to carefully select 
performances and edit the album 
into its final incarnation. The spon- 
taneity of the sessions results in 
heartfelt and honest results, as the 
songs forgo studio sheen in favour 
of exploration and dynamic inter- 
play between the musicians 

“It's a funny position to be in, just 
working on these songs like, ‘Oh, get 
rid of that Al Kooper organ there,’ or 
‘lose that Steve Cropper guitar.’ You 
know, just get ‘em out of there. But 
these guys are legends for a reason. 
They don’t care; they work to serve 
the song. I didn’t want it to turn into 
this hootenanny with everyone play- 
ing all over everything.” 

With plans to release a solo 
acoustic live record supplemented 
by hotel room performances and 
other such rarities, Black also reveals 
plans for another solo record. 

“I’ve also got plans to do another 
record that should feature some 
interesting collaboration. But no 
one’s calling up, so maybe it’s not 
going to happen. We'll see. Thank 
you for not bringing up the Pixies 
by the way, that’s a rarity these 
days.” 

Paring his live show down to gui- 
tar, bass, and drums (“Hey, it was 
good enough for the Beatles”), Black

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Canadian folk redux 


John Millard revisits fertile grounds of yore

WHEN CONVERSATIONS TURN TO 
Canadian folk music, such names as 
Gordon Lightfoot and Ian and Sylvia 
usually come up—as they did when 
John Millard was explaining his lat- 
est project, A People’s Fame. The pro- 
ject takes its moniker froma song 
about Louis Riel written by Vera 
Johnston and Morris Hecht. The pair 
worked under pseudonyms, fearing 
retribution for their pro-Riel stance 
in the ‘50s. 

However, Millard went much 
deeper than the ‘50s in his quest for 
Canadian folk music. In fact, the 
early 20th and 19th centuries are the 
fertile and often overlooked ground 
that Millard tilled for material. 

“1 was asked to put together a 
kids’ show with Canadian songs. | 
looked at Jan and Sylvia and Light- 
foot, but I wanted to know what 
they were listening to, what their 
inspirations may have been. I was 
drawn to a three-disc set that con- 
tained songs collected for Moses 
Asch and Folkways in the ‘20s and 
‘30s. 

This is where the creativity of the 
writer/raconteur/sometimes 
actor/musician came to the fore. 

“Although the plug was pulled on 
the show I was developing, the 
material stuck with me. | felt that if] 
could set up these songs in a way 
that would appeal to today’s listen- 
ers it would be an amazing project. 
While field recordings made in the 
‘30s is where a lot of the material 
comes from, the songs predate that. 
Singer /songwriters then were doing 
what they do now—creating songs 
that reflect their lives and times.” 

Millard, whose projects include 
the mutant polka stylings of the 


= 


Polka Dogs, working with the Cara- 
van Theatre Company, and compos- 
ing music for theatre and film pro- 
jects across the country, set to work 
creating his vision of “...a social his- 
tory and observation of ‘our’ 
songs...” 

“T wanted to make it a little more 
grandiose than it turned out to be— 
with an eight-member chorus and 
sort of chamber orchestra feel—but 
it just didn’t work out. The challenge 
was to make it compact and exotic 
enough to tour, yet have a unique 
sound. Tuba player Jay Burr was 
recruited along with Tanya Gill on 
piano. Dan Kerr came in on assorted 
percussion including drums and 
xylophone and we also used a trio of 
viola, cello, and clarinet. I started by 
doing some arrangements on piano. 
We rehearsed the tuba and piano 
parts and recorded the entire duo 
and trio stuff, then rehearsed and 
recorded all of the large band mater- 
ial. The whole process took about six 
days in the studio and it was record- 
ed with real musicians in real time, 
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live off the floor.” 

While the music is not original, 
the sound certainly is. 

“1 wanted to take these germs of 
ideas and reconstruct the old songs 
ina contemporary way. We wanted 
to capture a ‘Music Hall’ or ‘Victor 
an’ sort of folk sound. On tour, Jay 
Burr (tuba) and Tanya Gill (piano), 
join me on banjo and cittern, and w« 
recreate that old sound very well.”

Dressing up is 
strongly advised (Hawaii, cowboys, 
and the ’70s have all been themes 
Johnston and Co. have used in the 
past), in order to inject fun into a 
genre that can take itself too serious- 
ly at times. 

“Tt just started in a bar,” remem- 
bers Johnston. “Rob and I would go 
out and watch hockey games and 
just started talking about techno. 
And parts of our conversations 
tured towards the warehouse vibe 
of when we got into it—a non-exclu- 
sive vibe where everybody just 





showed up and had a good attitude. 
You found a place, put a system up.” 

But new weekly events weren't 
planned. Absence indeed makes the 
heart grow fonder in the scene. Too 
often patrons will enjoy the first 
week or two of a new club night 
before their allegiance soon relaxes, 
thinking that it will be there every 
week—dozens of club nights that 
have started since RND’s first party 
have folded within weeks. 

“Rob and | are both familiar with 
starting club night after club night 
and watching them fail because it’s 
really hard to maintain a consistent 
club night.” 

One-offs also work as they're all 
busy guys. Aside from other gigs 
and residencies, Clarke and Kisor 
are busy with Treehouse Records 
and Foosh, while Johnston is fre- 
quently bogged down in what he 
calls “the concert business.” 

As muchas their fans enjoy the 
music, they just enjoy the chance to 
hang out once ina while. 

“It’s fun to play with Rob and 
Neal because it’s challenging,” 
acknowledges Johnston. “I have 
nothing but respect for them as 
they're two of the best DJs in the 
country. Rob's played with every- 
body and Neal always continues to 





impress me with the energy that he 
has and the way that he listens to 
music with a sense of adventure. 
And | like dropping the tempo 
down a little bit more with some 
techno and electro that I can’t neces 
sarily do in ‘David Stone sets.” 

A relaxed attitude from everyone 
involved has turned into a lot of 
memorable moments. : 

“We've always been amazed wit! 
the turnout. Out of the thousands o! 
things that people could do on any 
given night, we're just happy that 
they join us. We thought Techno A! 
The Way’ last winter wouldn't do 
well and it turned out to be the 
biggest we ever did. Turning away 
people at Velvet, the vibe in there 
was as good as any party we'd ever 
played at with people standing on 
chairs just wanting us to rock- 
ing at the end of the night. ‘Vote 
Techno?’ [last civic election time] at | 
Stolli's was great because of the 4

“Gerry was politically active, and a litle 
dissatisfied with just playing music,” Graham 
remembers. “That was when he started get- 
ting more hardcore with Direct Action 
There's a continuing struggle, and there’s a 
number of specific causes thot keep rising up 





due to that struggle. It’s really just part of liv- 
ing in the world.” 

For the Subhumans, living and playing in 
Canada was something as important to them 
as music, especially for Graham 

“| think that anybody playing music or 
doing anything in Canada has to work with- 
in the context that theyre in and not worry 
too much about what people in New York 
make of them,” Graham says, reflecting on 
the musical freedom that goes along with 
thriving in the Canadian scene. “The point 
has always been self-expression, and deal- 
ing with what's around you.”

DREAMS OF MEMPHIS 

MEMPHIS’ TORQUIL CAMPBELL HAS BEEN 
lying in bed for days, suffering from double 
pneumonia. Cloistered in his Montreal bed- 
room, his head has been playing tricks 
on him 

“Last night | was doing a show with Emily 
Haines somewhere,” he explains, recalling 
the memory of a dream. “We were video- 
toping it for the CBC and then the police 
came. There's always police interference in 
my dreams and | often end up in jail.” 

Strangely enough Campbell (who's also a 
full-time member 4 indie favourite Stars) and 
his dreams are a big part of what Mem- 
phis—the band—is.

THE FIRST TIME YOU LISTEN TO ON MY OWN, 

(u'll be shocked—not shocked in the sense 
thot you've just walked in on your grand- 
mother showering, but shocked in the sense 
that you'd never expect such diverse sounds 
to fuse into such catchy, upbeat tracks. 

What starts off as a cheesy pop album 
slowly sharpens itself to the biting edges of 
rock, and then, unexpectedly, coalesces into 
a reggae-filled comucopia of voluptuous and 
well-rounded beats.

Rock classics. Symington’s attempts to this 
end achieve mixed results: he manages a 
pleasant, if uneventful, rendition of Bob 
Dylan’s “I Shall Be Released,” but probably

Symington is much more consistent when 
sticking fo his chosen genre, jazz, particular- 
ly when it comes to upbeat swingers like

his best on the simmering opening track,

Despite the fact that jazz standards are 
the norm on this album, the music is decided- 
ly safe, with many of the tracks simply 
straight-ahead, top-to-bottom covers. The 
jazz feel is still there for the most part, 
though, making Don’t Talk—produced by 
Mike Lent and supported by local players 
Chris Andrew, Bob Tildesley, and Sandro 
Dominelli—a pretty smooth ride nonetheless.
